SUPPRESSING THE DAIRIES,

Extent and Intent of the Latest Coun-
cil 1 egisintion.

“The ordivance introducod in the conncil
Inst night, to remove all dairvies outside the
city limits, will not affect tho board of
health,” statea City Physiclan Gapen  yos-
terday o reply toa question.  “Under the
amended charter the board of health is given
autnority over all tevritory within three
miles of the elty limits and if any of the dait
ries remove beyond that limit the board has
Lhe power to compel them to suomit to un ex-
amination of their dawies or be refused a li-

censo.  Therve are about thirty dairies within
he eity limits,

“Under the present ordinavce all milk
dealers who koep more than two cows  must
pay nlicense foo of 80 per annum, There

are severnl inaccuracies in the ordinance
which will nave to be corrected before it can
be enforeed, For instance, it preseribes cer-
tain duties for inspectors but mokes no pro-
vislon for their appointment, There are
soveral other dereets which will be romediod
by an ordinance now pending in the couneil.

*Tho bonrd has appointed a commitice, of
which I am the chairman and the chief of
police and Councilman Blumer are the other
members. This committee is now prepoaring
n sct of rules for the government of the
board which will be submitted in about two
weeks.  Our iden is to have the rules as com-
plete a8 possible, so as to cover all cases.
Alter thoy have boen approved by the board
they will be submitted to the eounchl for np-
proval ind will then become oporative,
